ENROLLMENT UP 

AGAIN 

Shelton State's enrollment for the 

Spring Semester is almost 6800 students, 
representing an increase in the headcount of 
over 14% as compared to the same period 
last spring. According to Rick Rogers, the 
final figures could surpass the 2001 Fall 
term enrollment based on late registration, 
split-term classes, and short-term training 
courses. Headcount for Spring Semester 
2001 was 5,900 students. 

This is the fifth consecutive 
enrollment increase Shelton has 
experienced over the past five semesters. 
Last fall the college experienced a 12% 
increase over the previous fall semester in 
both the college's academic and technical 
programs, making Shelton the second 
largest two-year college in the state.

TERM TRAINING 
COURSE OFFERED 

This spring Shelton is offering a 
new short term training course on the 
Fredd Campus, Body shop Assistant. 
The 12- week course is designed to 
train workers in cleaning, masking and 
preparation of vehicles. 

Auto Body Shop Assistant will be 
offered during the evenings, 4:30 - 
7:30 p.m., Monday -Thursday. The 
cost of this noncredit course is $720. 
Anyone who qualifies under the 
Workforce Investment Act (WIA) 
will not be charged tuition. 



TBI Offers New 
Internet Classes This 
Spring 

This spring Shelton State will offer 
new online classes through the college's 
Training for Business and Industry 
Program (TBI) that include hands-on 
computer workshops, exam preps, 
career development and personal 
interests courses. 

The courses are designed for 
people who want to upgrade their job 
skills or explore new interests but 
find it inconvenient or impossible to 
attend classes in a traditional setting. 

Courses offered include 
publishing on the web, the Internet, 
Microsoft Office Application, 
Quicken, PC Troubleshooting, 
GMAT and LSAT prep courses as 
well as personal enrichment courses 
and small business fundamentals. 
Continuing education courses for 
nurses and a paralegal certification 
program will also be offered online. 

The instructor-led noncredit 
classes begin at $40.00 per course. 
Course materials are designed to 
download quickly over an ordinary 



dial-up Internet connection. 

Students in the six-week classes 

receive their lessons and assignments 

over the Internet and can also take 

automated quizzes, complete 

assignments, access interactive 

demonstrations and participate in 

discussion areas.
